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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant argued that the Green reference fails to teach a structure that resembles an "elongated ridge portion". However, as shown 
in page 3 of the Final Office action mailed on 01/03/2007, the examiner has included a cross-section of the device of Green and has 
clearly illustrated what is viewed as the ridge portion and the groove portion. The examiner's interpretation of the "ridge portion" clearly 
falls within the cited limitation of the claim. 

In response to applicant's argument that the applicant's invention solves a different problem than providing a clamping force, the fact that 
applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis 
for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). In this instance, the motivation to combine the references comes from the teaching reference to Green, 
which teaches that a ridge and groove portion provides a high degree of clamping force. 
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
